Jarrett Elected in 7th 
By 17 Votes; Dawes is 
Victor in 8th Ward 

In an unusually quiet election, 
considering the court actions and 
filing turmoil that preceded it. 
Granite City voters returned to 
office Tuesday all incumbent city 
fildermen who sought reflection. 

They re-elected most of the al¬ 
dermen by substantial majorities, 
named a new alderman fpr each 
the seventh and eighth ward and 
set What probably is a new rec¬ 
ord low number of votes cast in 
a city election. 

The vote was extremely light 
— estimated at not more than 
6500 — despite the fact that an 
early-morning rain ceased!with¬ 
in a short time and skies cleared 
to become a perfect, sunshiny 
election day with moderate tem¬ 
peratures. 

Turnout in Tuesday’s election, 
although opposition was involved 
in all but one precinct, was in 
__ direct conlrast to the “off-year” 
~ city election of 1963 when 13,000 
voters went to the polls in an 
entirely different frame of mind 
and defeated seven of the eight 
city administration candidates. 

Balloting Results 
In Tuesday's balloting, the un¬ 
official results were like this: 

First Ward—Charles Moerlien,- 
incumbent alderman, defeated 
B. J. Mihu 506 to 397. 

Second Ward—Samuel Whitmer 
was re-elected over Daniel Shee¬ 
han by 450 to 199, better than 
two-toone. 

Third Ward—Incumbent Clyde 
Boyd received 483 votes to beat 
Andrew Gasparovic jr., who re¬ 
ceived 286 votes, nearly two-lo- 
one. 

Fourth Ward —Claude Green, 
incumbent, beat William Harri¬ 
son 667 to 349, another score of 
almost two-to-one. 

Fifth Ward—Incumbent Walter 
Nonn was unopposed, polling a 
total of 909 votes. 

Sixth Ward—Incumbent Gerald 
Parmley rolled up the biggest 
majority of any candidate to beat 
Kelley Walls five-to-one with a 
vote of 768 to 156.

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Nameoki Township 
Trims Town Fund 
Tax Levy $16,000 

Nameoki township, in its an¬ 
nual town meeting Tuesday night, 
cut its tax levy for Town pur¬ 
poses by $16,000 for the 1967-68 
year and approved an overall 
town budget of $182,488. 

The total tax levy for al! pur¬ 
poses — town fund, general as¬ 
sistance, road and bridge fund, 
permanent road fund and munici¬ 
pal retirement — amounted to 
$166,488. Tax levies also were ap¬ 
proved for the general assistance 
fund, the two road funds and 
the municipal retirement fund. 

The meeting was in sharp con¬ 
trast to that last year when near¬ 
ly 300 persons jammed the town¬ 
ship garage and a citizens’ com¬ 
mittee spearheaded an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to trim the 
budget. That meeting lasted 
more than four hours. 

80 Electors Attend 
Tuesday night the annual 
town meeting, in which electors 
have the opportunity to approve 
or amend budgets and appropri¬ 
ations and tax levies preesented 
by Town Clerk John Karlechik 
were approved unanimously with¬ 
out discussion. The meeting last¬ 
ed 30 minutes. 

Electors approved a town 
fund appropriation of $50,120 and 
were informed that because of 
cash balances in the town fund 
levy of only $34,120 would be 
needed to - meet the projected ex¬ 
penditures. The lower levy will 
mean a reduction in the township 
tax rate next year, but the ex¬ 
tent of the cut has not been 
computed. 

The meeting also approved a 
general assistance fund tax levy 
of $34,043 for an appropriation in 
the same amount, and a tax 
levy of $94,825 for the highway 
department, also for a total ap¬ 
propriation in the same amount. 

Total Budget Increased 
This figure includes an ap¬ 
propriation and tax levy of $40,- 
325 for the road and bridge fund, 
$52,000 for the permanent road 
fund, and $2500 for the highway 
department's municipal retire¬ 
ment fund. 

The total appropriation of $182,- 
188 was an increase of $4760 over 
the town fund appropriation 
originally drafted in early 
March. The additions resulted 
from action of the town board 
increasing the salary of the su¬ 
pervisor by $1200 and the salary 
of the highway commissioner by 
$1560 per year, and the addition 
of $2000 to the assessors' appaf 
priation to permit employment 
of an additional deputy assessor. 

At ,a public hearing on the 
budget Monday night, those in at¬ 
tendance voted, to eliminate the 
$1050 annual expense allowance 
for the supervisor and voted to 
permit the highway commission¬ 
er to retain a $1000 annual ex¬ 
pense allowance. The action was 
sustained at the annual town 
meeting Tuesday evening. 

The electors also authorized 
the supervisor %nd town clerk 
to prepare the 1968-69 appropria¬ 
tion for presentation at next 
year’s town meeting and ad¬ 
journed until the first Tuesday 
in April, 1968. 

U. S. Funds Lacking 
For Nameoki Sewers 

There is little prospect of a 
federal grant for sewer construc¬ 
tion in Nameoki township in the 
near future, according' to word 
sent Nameoki’s special Sewer 
Committee by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. 

Michael Ropac, chairman of 
the committee which was set up 
last year to investigate potential 
federal grants for building a san¬ 
itary sewer system in Nameoki 
township, said he is planning to 
head a delegation of area citi¬ 
zens to Washington to discuss 
the project with HUD officials. 

Ropac said Tuesday that the 
committee has filed an afjplica- 
tion for a half-and-half grant 
from HUD for a $2 million dollar 
sewer construction program. He^ 
said the project application was 
accepted and the township has 
been assigned a project-number. 
HUD officials Said, however, 
that funds are not now available, 
and probably will not be avail¬ 
able in the immediate future. 

According to Ropac the pres¬ 
ent plan calls for a $1 million 
grant from the government, with 
the balance of the oost financed 
through issuance of revenue 
bonds. 

A sewer construction program 
proposed by township officials 
two years ago was abandoned 
when a proposed bond issue for 
financing was defeated in a ref¬ 
erendum. The town board then 
appointed the special citizen's 
committee which since has been 
investigating feasibility of the 
project.__ •

If State Constitution is Revised

50 YEARS AGO

University of Illinois Student 

Gov. Otto Keraer, in his “State 
of the State” message Jan. 4, 
asked the General Assembly io 
can for a constitutional conven¬ 
tion. 

This pronouncement signaled 
an alert to judges and lawyers 
throughout the state. The ques¬ 
tion they asked was—“What’s 
going to happen to the judicial 
article?” 

Entering Its fourth year of oper¬ 
ation, the court reform system 
boasts a more flexible but uni¬ 
fied judicial body. If the call to 
convention is heeded, the youth¬ 
ful judicial article will be jeal¬ 
ously guarded by its supporters. 

John S. Boyle, chief judge of 
the Circuit Court of Cook county, 
says the new system has been 
the unifying influence which the 
court, has lacked since Chicago 
started its rapid urban growth. 

Support from downstate Illi¬ 
nois was slower in coming, but 
Circuit Judge Frederick S. Green 
of Champaign county asserts 
there is now a more responsible 
and useful judiciary in the down- 
state districts. 

Supreme, Appellate, Circuit 

Under the new system, which 
went into effect in January 1964, 
there was a three-part division of 
courts providing for a Supreme 
Court of seven justices (three 
from Cot* county and Use rest 
from downstate districts) with 
final jurisdiction and general su¬ 
pervisory power throughout the 
system; an Appellate Court of 
Intermediate jurisdiction; and a 
system of Circuit Courts of un¬ 
limited trial jurisdiction. 

The circuit court system was 
the most radical change, con¬ 
solidating and putting under 
one jurisdiction all cases for¬ 
merly determined by superior 
courts, probate courts, county 
courts and family, criminal, 
municipal and city courts. 

The most important feature of 
this change did away with the 
justice of the peace system and 
replaced it was a magistrate 
system. Thus, 161 separate and. 
independent courts were put un¬ 
der one jurisdiction and one ad¬ 
ministration. 

Legal Training 

The difference between the 
justice of the peace and the mag¬ 
istrate systems is that magis¬ 
trates are required to have legal 
training. 

In 1964; when the reform first 
went into effect, there were more 
than 700 justices of the peace 
throughout Illinois. These jus¬ 
tices were allowed to continue for 
the balance of their term, but 
as their terms expired the posi¬ 
tions were abolished. 

According to John W. Freels, 
administrator of the courts, 
there will be. only 24 justice* of 
the peace in office when terms 
rim out next April. 

The qualification of legal train¬ 
ing has been met with mixed 
feeling. 

“It has greatly improved the ad¬ 
ministration of Justice,” said one 
lawyer. “Even the most minor 
offense is given consideration by 
a qualified Judge. I never be¬ 
lieved that a man without a legal 
background could give a perfect¬ 
ly Just decision, and under the 
Constitution every person is en¬ 
titled to justice.” . , 

Another lawyer, however, feels 
the new system “has made a 
farce out of minor offenses. The 
way things are set up now a *25 
small claims case is so technical 
that the average citizen needs a 


lawyer to explain the decision to 

The Appellate Court also 
came in for some changes. It 
arts expanded to five judicial 
districts Instead of four, plac¬ 
ing one In Cook county and the 
other four in downstate sec¬ 
tions. 

Cook county was given a total 
of nine appellate judges, while 
the other four districts were giv¬ 
en three judges apiece, making 
a total of 21 appellate justices. 

Centralized Supervision 
With the Supreme Court as ad¬ 
ministrative head of the entire 
court system and the court cf 
final jurisdiction, the routes of 
supervision, authority and appeal 
were established. 

The transition was made- 
smoothly throughout all of Illi¬ 
nois. Although there is still 
some dissatisfaction with cer¬ 
tain parts of the article, ac¬ 
ceptance is becoming more 
widespread. < 

“The State and Chicago Bar 
Associations are convinced that | 
this article is a very, very fine 
one, and downstate Illinois— 
where most of the original oppo-_ 
sithm came from—has more or 
less become reconciled to the 
fact that this article will be able 
to work effectively,” Rubin 
Cohn, University of Illinois law 
professor, comments. 

Tbs problems which appear 
to b# of major concern now 
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Bar Association has proposed, 
Cohn added. 

The Blue Ballot method of 
electing judges is one area which 
has come under fire. Under this 
method, a judge, once elected, is 
almost virtually frozen into of¬ 
fice. . 

When his term expires, a judge 
rims against his own record—not 
against an opponent. The ballot 

states: "Shall-be retained as 

Judge of the-court. Yes- 

No——.” 

If the judge is retained, he con¬ 
tinues to carry on the duties of 
his office. It has been said that 
this is the most difficult way lo 
get a man out of office, since 
people have a tendency to vote 
for the incumbent unless he has 
made himself known and unpopu- 
lar. , * 

Delay in Filling Vacancies 

However, if the judge is re¬ 
jected, there Is still a problem, 
since a vacancy for the office 
has been created and cannot be 
filled until the next election. This 
means a particular court will 
Work short-handed for two years. 

In addition, there has been 
some feeling that the political 
question should be taken out of 
the Judiciary—that judges should 
be -chosen not for their political 
party affiliation, but lor their 
capabilities. 

Rep. Lawrence Pusateri has, 
in fact, submitted a bill to the 
House of Representatives calling 
for non-partisan selection and 
tenure of judges. This bill pro¬ 
vides for a selection commission 
which would submit a list of 
names to ' the governor, who 
would then select a judge. 

Even considering the existing 
problems brought about by the 
new court reform system, the con¬ 
sensus throughout the judiciary 
seems to be that the reform has 
made a great improvement in 
the administration of justice. 

There is strong feeling that 
if a constitutional convention 
should be called, the Judicial 
Article should be excluded from 
revision. 


GC School incumbents Endorsed; 

Everyone Should Vote Saturday 

School districts in theory could attract as 
many voters as the other local taxing bodies, but 
they traditionally obtain only small election turn¬ 
outs. This is unfortunate, and all eligible Quad- 
City voters should make it a point to cast school 
board ballots during the noon-to-7 p.m. voting 
hours Saturday. 

There is no opposition for board positions 
in the Madison and Venice school systems, but 
the Granite City community unit district has a 
total o( six candidates for three posts. 

Because the Granite City school district 
rates unusually high in many respects—few gov¬ 
ernmental agencies in this region approach the 
caliber of its purchasing, bidding, investment, 
hiring and administrative practices—the Press- 
Record endorses the three incumbents. Dr. E. W. 
Walton, Carl Macios and William L. Harris, who 
have helped form and maintain such policies. 

Action Awaited on First Key Step 
Toward a Park at Horseshoe Lake > 

Quad-Cityans are hopeful of quick approval 
at Springfield of the $400,000 program to acquire 
1700 acres at Horseshoe Lake. This represents 
the first tangible step toward the long-discussed 
development of a major recreational area and 
wildlife refuge. 

By acquiring the bed of the lake and a small 
amount of surrounding land at this time, Illinois 
can set the stage for further implementation of the 
plan in future bienniums. 

Despite the current state budget squeeze, this 
initial phase deserves favorable 1967 action by 
the Illinois House, Senate and governor. 

Finabcial problems never seem to end, but 
the opportunity to economically establish a Horse¬ 
shoe Lake park cannot continue to be deferred. 
Nor would waiting until later solve the recrea¬ 
tional needs of a population that not only is grow¬ 
ing rapidly but already is of substantial size. 

With the strong backing of House Speaker 


Ralph Smith, there is a fine chance that die lake 
park proposal will get "off the launching pad' 
this year. This is fitting,, because many years of 
sound planning and preparation have been de¬ 
voted to the project by the legislature and public, 
in general, and by the study commission headed 
by Henry D. Karandjeff, in particular. 

Drainage Election Will Affect 
City’s Course for Many Years 

The start of specific planning for a drainage 
election next month is good news for all Granite 
Cityans. . .... 

Residents owe it to themselves, their children 
and their community to keep an open mind until 
they have learned as much as possible about what 
is proposed. ,. , . 

The initial reaction to any spending plan is, 
understandably negative or neutral. Federal, stele 
and local taxes take big slices of each family s 
earnings. But no one can afford to react blindly; 
a home owner's investment is so great that he 
needs to carefully weigh such issues as the drain¬ 
age program in terms of the probable effect on 
that investment.

Q—If you have more than one 
casualty loss during the year can 
you combine the losses so that 
you only have to apply the *100 
limitation once? 

X—No. The *100 limitation ap¬ 
plies to each separate casualty. 

Q—Is there any limit on what 
you can claim under the mini¬ 
mum standard deduction? 

A-Yes, the limit is *500 foe 
married persons filing separately 
and *1000 for single persons or 
married couples filing jointly. 

q—A m I taxed on what I re¬ 
ceived «» the sate of a house? 

A—Profits made on tee sale 
of a residence are taxable. How¬ 
ever, if another home is pur¬ 


chased within a certain period 
that costs the same or more 
than tee adjusted sale price of 
the one you sold, payment of tee 
tax may be postponed. There are 
also special rules on home sales 
by persons 65 or older. 

Detaus on mese provisions of 
the tax law are given in IRS 
Document No. 5017, “Selling 
YOur Home.”

CMM Care Expenses

Experiments will center on an 
SlU-designed structural system 
employing lightweight tubular 
members assembled in telescopic 
fashion. Fluid can be pumped 
into the tubes to erect the struc¬ 
ture. 

William Orthwein. in charge of 
the project under a National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
■ration grant, said the igloo could 
be telescoped down to a small 
package for transport in space. 

“It appears." said Orthwein. 

“that liquid will provide internal 
support to keep the tubes from 
collapsing. A tendency to col¬ 
lapse has always been a basic 
failure of thin ' tubular struc¬ 
tures.” 

R. Buckminister Fuller, inven¬ 
tor of the geodesic dome and re¬ 
search professor of design at 
SIU, is a consultant on the proj¬ 
ect.

Mistakes in arithmetic are 
showing up more frequently than 
any other type of taxpayer error 
on 1966 federal income tax re- 

,U Jay G. Philpott, district di¬ 
rector, says that of'the 2,683,000 
returns filed so far this year by 
Illinois taxpayers and those in 
the seven other states in the In¬ 
ternal Revenue midwest region, 
a total of 49,542 contained errors 
in addition or subtraction. 

Siich errors can delay the is¬ 
suing of refunds when tax re¬ 
turns are checked for mathe¬ 
matical accuracy by computers 
at the IRS Service Center in 
Kansas City. When an arithmetic 
error is discovered that changes I 
the tax liability, the correction is 
made and a notice explaining | 
the change is sent to the tax¬ 
payer. . . . 

Illinois taxpayers should 
double-check their arithmetic be¬ 
fore sending In their tax returns, 
Philpott said. "Errors are expen¬ 
sive to process and cause delay 
and inconvenience for tax¬ 
payers.” 

One of the major reasons for 
delay in issuing refunds is fail¬ 
ure to include the correct Social 
Security number on the return. 
As of last week, Philpott reports, 
59,454 of the returns filed this 
year by taxpayers in the midwest 
had incorrect or missing Social 
Security numbers. 

The returns included 14,835 
without the signatures of hus¬ 
band or wife or both. These will 
have to be sent back for signa¬ 
tures. . 

Returns filed without the re¬ 
quired W-2 from employees or 
lacking other schedules so far 
total 7045. And returns where 
taxpayers have used the wrong 
tax table total 30,548.

The expanded one-way street 
proposal on which action was de¬ 
ferred last week when submitted 
to the Granite City council by 
Alderman Bartosiak was ap¬ 
proved by a vote of ll-to-5 Mon¬ 
day night 

During last week's debate, it 
was noted the system had not 
been endorsed by the Citizens’ 
Traffic Study Commission, that 
has recommended a reversal of 
traffic direction on Benton street 
and also on Grand avenue to give 
more access to the downtown 
district. 

The new system would extend 
the present one-way streets with¬ 
out any change in direction and 
would add State and Iowa 
streets.

Alderman Nonn argued that a 
traffic hazard exists with Army 
Depot and school traffic in morn¬ 
ing and afternoon hours and thal 
dangers exist with a house close 
to the corner and also a 4‘4-foot 
hedge. He called for the council 
to override the veto.
